Indignities 


These are Storey’s memoirs of 
eight years of servitude, Count- 
less were the indignities — he 
endured: The torrenthl abuse 
(You abandoned me, you 
odifish-creeping creature! I've 
been awake far om hour, calling 
and calling"). 

The public dismissals Ch 
must be obvious to even your 
warped and moronic intellect 
that I can no longer retain your 
services}. 

And. otk the other embarass- 
ments which flowed nuturnily 
enough from employment by an 
alcoholic tyrant of uncertain 
temper 7 
Storey, I feel, was hardly the 
man for such an assignment. He 
has a sensitive nature. on his 
own admission, Tears come alt 
too casily. He is sHght in 
physique. He was not capavie 
of lifting his employer from the 
floor where be lay in a drunken 
sleep. Tougher materiat than 
Storey was mecded for the job 
he had undertaken. Yet he 
stayed for cight years ond at 
the end was robust enough to 
write this book about his 
nightmare experience. 


A Champion 


The truth is, of course, that 
Gilbert Harding was: not simply 
a vulgar drunkard with a 
blistering tongue and an over- 
grown sense of eelf-Smportance. 

He was no more that than he 
was simply the tetchy, gcod- 
hearted, gravel-voiced Tory 
Radical champion of the 
average Englishman that a vast 
radio public adored. 

Harding was not simple ot 
all. The bear cowrkt be nice. The 
insult was swiftly followed by 
apology, accompanied 
flowers if the victim was a 
lady, as often happened. 

He coult be kind and even 
sentimental. He wrete to 
children he had never sven ond 
was overcome with — distress 
when one of them turned out 
to be hopelessly ili, He had 
bursts cf wild generosity. 

All this can be set against 
the bcorishness, the giccful 
malice, the slips athinistered 
to women in public house 
brawls and all the other dreary 
excesses. 

Harding — it Is well-enough 
known und Storey dors not con- 
tcenl it—wes deprived of the 
power to find happiness wlth a 
woman. Nor could he ever 
resign himself to this imposed 
eclibacy. 

It drove him to the bottle, 
which became a monster that 
destroyed him. It explalas 
why, so often, his boorishness 
was directed at women. It 
the spectre that hauhts, un- 
seen, some of the most desper- 
ute pages of this book. 

Out of his weaknesses and 
follies, with wit, talent, and 
some courage, he invented a 
public image of himself and 
mace millions believe in It. He 
wrote the part, and played it. 

It was a piece of fictlon-and, 
fn a way, more real thon the 
less estimable “truth” of which 
the public is given: occasional 
eurprising glimpses. : 

But it is the truth ond not 
the fiction that Is the iheme of 
this book. : -

ULY 1, 1916, was the 
first day of the disis-' 
trous battle of the Som- 
me. By the winter, when 
the battle finally peterecd 
out, Britain had lost  five- 
hundred-thousand men, the

“It begins in summer 1914 
when a young ncwrepaper 
reporter named Mark Fenner 
takes a morning ride on a tram 
in a city that Is very much like 
Sheffield. That morning enlist- 
ment ts beginning for a special 
battalion of 1,500 
from the city. He ds deter- 
mined to ke one of them. 

This ts to be a highly selective 
volunteer force of exceptional 
young men, clerks, university 
graduates, professional peppte. 

In the chats that prevalled at 
the time, nothing was ready for 
them, no quarters, no equipment, 
no uniforms even. d 


INTO SHAPE 


They had nothing to catry 
them over the first few dis- 
organised months, but their high 
spirits and their enthusiasm. 
And their indomitable company 
sergeant major, Bold. 

Glowly through one of the 
worst English winters, the 
battalion was Ucked into shape, 
and was eventually ready to be 
sent overseas. But not, as they 
hoped, to France. , 

First to Egypt for a spell, and 
there their enthusisem began to 
eb. For this collection of on the 
ewhole inteligent men s_ stl 
animated by. the naive bellef 
that they are a superior force, 
end that if they were flung Into 
the battle In France, they would - 
turn the scales. een 

Mr Harris is not perfectly 
successful in capturing the 
physical detafls of the times, 
but he does get -very well the 
Rpirit of the men, tho curious 
blend of patriotiom, of belief in 
themsclyves ond dhelr colmtry:

Short play

The businessman golfer takes les- 
sons and reads books; he 
imitates good players, he buys 
new clubs; he docs everything 

~he can to improve his: swing, 
hig shot-making ability... But 
he overlooks one important 
feature—he doesn’t ask himself 
often enough if he is scoring as 
well as he ought with his pre- 
sent ability. 


man who has the reputation: of 


making a poor game go a long way, the man who seems always ‘to 


_beat a player a bit better than himself, 


He doesn’t do it by any 


divine ps ick nor yet by any trick of fate. He simply uses his 
y 


head, ana 


sing each situation as it confronts him, always keeping 


in view his own limitations and power. 


That Is what we call judgment, 
and it is a lot easier to use good 
judgment than ft is to learn to 
swing a club like Harry Vardon. 

“No man has mastered golf 
until he has reallsed that his 
good shots ore accldenis and 
his bad shots good exercise.” 

Like most amusing quips, 
there is an clement of exaggera~ 
tion here, but also a great mea- 
sure of merit as an appreciation 
of the game of golf; for net only 
does it reflect the one unavold- 
able certainty that very few 
of any golfer’s strokes wlll, ex- 
cept by accident, full the hopes 
he had for them, but also re- 
cognises the salutary and -sober- 
ing effect of the humorous self- 
examination the game forces 
upen us. 


The ‘musts’ 


1 finally arrived at a sort of 
measure of expectancy that in a 
season's play 1 could perform at 
my best rate for not over a half- 
dozen rounds, and that in any 
one of these best rounds, I would 
not strike more than six shots, 
ether than putts, exactly as ine 
fended. If one should have con- 
fidence in such an sppraisal, 
which I had, the following con- 
clusions were inescapable: : 

@ I must be prepared for 
the making of mistakes. 

I must try always to 
select the shot to be pinyed 
and the manner of playing 
it so a5 to provide the wildest 
possible margin for error. 

@ I must expect to have 
to do somo scrambling and 
not be discouraged if the 
amount of it happens to be 
more than normal. 

The struggle for good form 
in golf has purpose, because a 
sound, simplified swing can 
achieve it with greater re- 
fularity. But one of the 
eternal beauties of the game is 
that it will never be susceptible 
to such rigid contro!.. The feel 
of the club is altered fram day 
te day by changes in the wea- 
ther, und othe player's stairs 
respond differently because of 
the myriad anflucnecs within his 
own make-up. It is important 
to test out this feel every day, 
either before the round or as 
early as possible in the play. 


A quiet start 

Lacking the opportunity for 
this bit of practice, or even with 
il, L should always recommend 
that the start of any round be 
taken quictly. No matter what 
the length of the first hole may 
be, the first drive and the first 
few long shots should bz struck 
well within the player's limit cf 
power. He can always step up 
his rate of hitting as he gets tho 
fecl of his clubs. Scmre cf the 
best tournament rounds I have 
ever ployed have started In just
